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Redford PD arrests 2 suspects in Belleville bank robbery 


At Monday’s Belleville City Council 
meeting, Police Chief Dave Robinson 
announced that the two individuals 
suspected to be involved in Friday’s Chase 
Bank robbery in Belleville were arrested 
by Redford Police Monday afternoon. 

Chief Robinson said Redford had a 
bank robbery last Thursday with the same 
individuals, but Redford had no description 
of the car involved. Belleville had pictures 
of the bank robber and pictures of the car 
from surveillance tapes. 

Belleville sent the information to the 
Michigan State Police’s Detroit Fusion 
Center, which disseminates information to 
police agencies around the state. Redford 
police recognized the individuals and then 
found the car at a local motel and arrested 
two suspects. 

“That was an outstanding solution and 
we're very happy about that,’ Chief 
Robinson said. 

At about 3:40 p.m. last Friday, April 16, 
Belleville police were dispatched to the 
Chase Bank at 465 Main St. on a report of 
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a robbery that had just occurred. 

Officers from Belleville and Van Buren 
police departments responded, but the 
suspect was gone when police arrived. 

The suspect was described as a 20-25-year- 
old white male, 160-170 pounds, wearing 
a black hoodie, red/white mask, blue and 
black checkered pants, and black tennis 
shoes with white soles. 

Chief Robinson said it was determined 
that the suspect entered the bank and 
presented a note to the teller demanding 
money. There was no weapon seen or 
implied. 

The suspect fled the bank on foot with 
cash and ran to an awaiting white, 4-door 
vehicle occupied by at least one other 
individual that was parked in the parking 
lot near the library. 

The suspect vehicle was described as 
a white, 4-door vehicle, possibly a mid 
to late “90s Lexus GS400 with bottom 
driver’s side door damage. 

Possible driver of the suspect vehicle was 
described as a white male, 5’11’-6’1” in

height, with tattoos on both sides of neck, 
wearing black clothing. 

The bank, library, and several other 
businesses provided potential video 
evidence, Chief Robinson said. 

Chief Robinson said he would like 
to thank the various witnesses and area 


businesses that came forward to provide 
information to his department to help 
identify the individuals involved in this 
crime.

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Court Watching: 


BYC in court over 75’ dock into Belleville Lake with no permits

Scott Jones of Van Buren Township, 
resident agent of the Belleville Yacht 
Club, was present before 34” District 
Court Chief Judge Brian A. Oakley on 
April 15 for a pre-trial via zoom on a VBT 
criminal misdemeanor charge of violation 
of technical requirements. 

The BYC, of 831 E. Huron River Dr., was 
arraigned Feb. 4 on a violation discovered 
at 2 p.m. on Oct. 6, 2020. 

Van Buren Township Prosecutor Angela 
Mannarino said the BYC has been to court 
twice and had the case adjourned so the 
club can see what it can do with the state. 

Judge Oakley asked Jones if the BYC 
was incorporated and he said it was. 
Judge Oakley advised Jones that corporate 
defendants have to be represented by an 
attorney. Jones said he didn’t know that. 

Judge Oakley asked the court attorney 
Leanna Belcher to meet with Jones in 
a remote break-out room to discuss the 
situation. After they returned from the 
break-out room, Belcher advised the judge 
that the BYC has submitted paperwork 
to the state and she will forward that 
paperwork to Mannarino. 

Judge Oakley set the next court session 
on the matter for 9 a.m., May 20. 

The case began on Oct. 6 when a Van 
Buren Township lake resident notified 
the township that new docks were being 
installed at the Belleville Yacht Club on 
Belleville Lake, according to the police 
report obtained by the Independent through 
a Freedom of Information Act request. 

VBT Police Lt. Charles Bazzy and 
Matthew Best, VBT Director of Public 
Services and responsible for building and 
planning, went to the Michigan DNR East 
Boat Launch on Belleville Lake, right next 
door to the BYC. 

They saw a brand-new dock had been 
installed at the BYC. The new dock had 
new piers driven into the lake bed and 
the new dock was affixed to these piers. 
They saw a barge secured to the second 
dock at the location. It was apparent that 
construction of a new dock was in progress 
replacing the existing dock. 

Code Enforcement Officer Robert 
Queener was summoned to place a stop- 
work order on the project since no permits 
had been obtained from VBT. 

According to the police report, Director 
Best contacted Tim Pastor, the person in 
charge of the project from Waterfront Deck 
and Dock and he came to township hall 
and confirmed he did not have any permits 
from MDEQ or VBT, as required. Pastor 
stated he had driven helical piers into the 
lake bed and had to go as deep as 40’ to 


install the piers because of the amount of 
silt on the lake bottom. 

According to the police report, Pastor 
stated the helical piers were considered 
temporary, but when they asked him if the 
piers were going to be removed seasonally, 
his answer was no. Director Best instructed 
Pastor to put together a plan to present to 
the township how he can comply with the 
Lake Ordinance with his current project. 

The police report gave background on the 
situation, stating 831 E. Huron River Dr. had 
two floating dock assemblies on Belleville 
Lake prior to the new dock construction. 
The previous floating structures had non- 
conforming use status since they were 
installed prior to the current VBT Lake 
Ordinance and Zoning Ordinance. The 
property had non-conforming status for 
property line setback, number of boat slips, 
distance that the docks could be from the 
shoreline and the amount of lake frontage 
that could be used for structures in a RIC 
zoned property. 

The previous non-conforming floating 
docks each had eight boat slips for a total of 
16 boat slips. The newly installed dock has 
a total of 12 boat slips and if construction 
had continued there would have been a 
total of 24 total new boat slips. 

The current VBT Lake/Zoning ordinances 
only allow for 10 boat slips on the property. 
The previous non-conforming docks 
extended out 50 feet into the lake from the 
shoreline. The current ordinance allows 
a dock of 40 feet. The newly constructed 
dock extends approximately 75 feet into 
Belleville Lake from the shoreline. 

Once new construction begins on a site, 
the previous non-conforming status is void. 

The new docks also do not meet the 
requirement for property line setbacks 
from the adjacent properties, one being a 
public access site belonging to the State 
of Michigan to the west and the other a 
private residential property located to the 
east. 

The setback on the State of Michigan 
property is five feet from the property line 
and there is no setback on the residential 
property located to the east. The current 
legal setback requires that there be a 
minimum of a 10’ setback on the property 
lines. 

On Oct. 7, the township checked with 
EGLE (MDEQ) for any information 
on permits issued to the BYC for the 
construction of the new docks on Belleville 
Lake and it was confirmed there were no 
permits issued to BYC. The only permit on 
file with EGLE (MDEQ) was for replacing 
the seawall at the BYC issued in 2013. A 
complaint on the dock replacement was 
then filed with the State of Michigan EGLE 


(MDEQ). 

According to the police report, on 
Oct. 12 a citation for a Miscellaneous 
Criminal Offense was issued to the BYC 
for violations of the Van Buren Township 
Zoning Ordinance: Section 3.12 Belleville 
Lake Shoreline districts (C)(1)(a)(b)(@) and 
(D)(4)(a)(b), (5), (6)(9a)(d)(e). 

Lamarcus Antwan Anderson-Campbell 

Lamarcus Antwan Anderson-Campbell 
of Toledo was scheduled for his probable 
cause conference on April 14 before 
Judge Lisa Martin. Anderson-Campbell is 
charged with first-degree retail fraud on 
March 6 in Van Buren Township. 

His appointed defense attorney Natalie 
Phelps demanded a live preliminary 
examination and it was set for 2 p.m. July 7 
before Judge Martin. Anderson-Campbell 
is free on $10,000 personal bond. 

Angelo Thomas Coward 

Angelo Thomas Coward, 29, of Redford, 
was set for an April 14 pretrial and remote 
arraignment on a DNR charge of violating 
Personal Watercraft Safety by operating 
without a boating safety certificate at 7:48 
p.m. on Aug. 22, 2020. 

When he did not appear at court, Judge 
Martin said she was issuing a bench 
warrant for his arrest, but Coward called 
the court and stated his phone won’t let 
him stay on zoom. 

He was scheduled for a May 26 remote 
arraignment/pretrial. 

Sonya Gasper 

Sonya Gasper, 45, of Sumpter Township, 
had been charged by the Michigan 
Department of Health and Human Services 
for welfare fraud (failure to inform) of 
$500 or more and welfare fraud over $500 
on April 19, 2016. 

Her probable cause conference had been 
set for April 14 before Judge Martin, but a 
plea hearing was held and the charges were 
dismissed on a motion of the prosecuting 
attorney. The case was closed. 

At a previous hearing, it was noted 
that Gasper had paid all the money back. 
Michigan Assistant Attorney General 
Robert Hayes was prosecuting attorney. 

Jennifer Christine McGlone 

Jennifer Christine McGlone, 31, of 
Ypsilanti and previously of Van Buren 
Township, was scheduled for a court 
appearance on April 14 before Judge 
Martin for having no insurance under 
the insurance code at 9:01 a.m., Dec. 15, 
2018, and for impeding traffic. She did 
not appear on April 14 and Judge Martin 
put out a bench warrant for her arrest for 
failure to appear. 

Teddy Allen Robinson 

Teddy Allen Robinson, 36, of Romulus 

was charged with open intoxicants in 


vehicle/passenger, possession of narcotic 
paraphernalia, and false request for 
ambulance service at 9:53 p.m., June 23, 
2019 in the city of Belleville. 

A remote pretrial by zoom was set for 
April 14 before Judge Martin, but the 
Wayne County Jail, where he was now 
incarcerated, didn’t know he had a court 
session and didn’t bring him by zoom. 
Robinson’s probable cause conference was 
reset to 8:30 a.m. on April 28 before Chief 
Judge Oakley. Robinson is free on $5,000 
personal bond. 

Jagger Mack Timoszyk 

Jagger Mack Timoszyk, 19, of Van 
Buren Township pled guilty to two charges 
brought by the Department of Natural 
Resources at 6:50 p.m., Aug. 29 in Van 
Buren Township: violation of the Marine 
Safety counter-clockwise operation/100 
foot rule and violation of Marine Safety 
Standards. 

Timoszyk told Judge Martin that he 
had been trying to pay his fines for those 
violations but the court was closed and 
he had moved from his father’s house in 
Wayne and he didn’t get the mailed notices 
until recently. 

He said he is working six days a week 
on surveying in Detroit and doesn’t get off 
work until 6 p.m., long after court is closed. 
He said he is anxious to pay his fines and 
clear his record. 

Judge Martin set his fines at $395 for 
the first offense and $230 for the second 
for a total of $625, which he will pay in 30 
days. She gave him advice on the several 
ways he can pay, including converting the 
payment to a money order and placing it in 
the drop box after hours. 

Timoszyk told Judge Martin he was 
pulled over for speeding one to five mph 
over the limit on Feb. 24 in Van Buren 
Township and would like some help in 
getting that settled. Since it was a township 
ticket they have to deal with the township 
prosecutor, but the court will look into the 
ticket’s status and get back to Timoszyk. A 
remote proceeding on the ticket later was 
set for May 28. Total cost is $180. 

Jason Scott Tye 

Jason Scott Tye, 43, of Van Buren 
Township, was before Judge Martin on 
April 14 by zoom from the Wayne County 
Jail where he is being held on $100,000 
cash or surety bond. 

Tye is charged with third-offense domestic 
violence and interfering with a crime report 
on April 1 in Van Buren Township. 

Tye’s defense attorney James Parker of 
the Neighborhood Defense Service said he 
wanted a live preliminary exam as soon as 
possible since his client was incarcerated. 
The exam was set for May 11 at 1:30 p.m.

Are 
you gonna wedge them between a bunch of 
stores, or force them to move? I remember 
what happened in New Boston when they 
forced people to move off Sibley Rd. for 
a casino and a bunch of stores that never 
happened. This area is beautiful and quiet.

Belleville City Council 
approves art street 
banners, bass sculptures

The Belleville Area Council for the 
Arts presented two new ways to display 
art in the community and the Belleville 
City Council unanimously approved both 
proposals at its zoom meeting on Monday. 

The Art Street Banners are custom art 
banners funded by the arts council.

He said they will put QR codes on them 
to be incorporated in scavenger hunts and 
Pokemon stops and other games. He said 
it would bring people from out of town by 
geocashing and geofencing. He said a clear 
overcoating will keep them nice and they 
can be redone after several years. 

Jones said they will have fun designs and 
people can take photos with them. 

“A nice addition to the community,” Jones 
said. 

Acting City Manager/Police Chief 
Dave Robinson and Department of Public 
Service Director Rick Rutherford will work 
with the project to make sure the sculpture 
placement doesn’t block anything and that 
the sculptures’ art works are not offensive. 

Also, the placement of the fish sculptures 
will be coordinated with the Downtown 
Development Authority which will be 
placing its leased sculptures around the 
DDA district in May. 

Mayor Conley said maybe they should 
flesh out some guidelines about what 
happens if the sculptures are damaged or 
vandalized. She suggested Jones work out 
a process with the administration. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the DDA 
sculptures change locations and the 
committee, on which he serves, will be 
putting one by the library this year. 

“Seems inappropriate they have stepped 
up after the DDA has done this for 8 to 
10 years,” Councilman Fielder said. “I’m 
not sure we should dictate where the fish 
would go. We’re being very arbitrary 
saying this is where the bass should go... 
A shame to say to these folks you guys are 
inconsequential.” 


“We didn’t say that,” said Councilwoman 
Kelly Bates. 

Voigt said the bass sculptures can be 
approved with a caveat that the city 
manager will coordinate placement. 

“With everything we do we try to 
be cooperative with other groups,” 
Councilwoman Bates said. 

The city council also approved the 
placement of veterans’ banners on the Main 
Street light poles in November, December, 
and January. The banners are self-funded 
and Councilwoman Bates is chairperson of 
the project, which will be in its second year. 

Councilwoman Bates said they had great 
feedback on the veterans’ banners last year 
and most took the banners and picked them 
up. The money raised in the project goes 
to fund the city’s care of the Veterans’ 
Memorial. 

When Mayor Conley asked if the banners 
will interfere with the holiday decorations 
put up by the DDA, Councilman Ken Voigt 
said they wouldn’t interfere because they 
are on different poles. 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour- 
and-nine-minute meeting, the council: 

e Approved adding the position of 
Deputy City Administrator and posting 
the position until someone is hired for the 
post. Robinson said he spoke with Alicia 
McGovern, chairperson of the DDA, 
and she will assist him in the interview 
process to develop questions on economic 
development, which is a portion of the job 
description; 

e Approved renewing a contract under 
the same terms until August 2023 with 
Hydro Corp for cross-connection/backflow 
inspection for water operations; and 

e Approved paying not to exceed $3,750 
to Hennessey Engineers to prepare a Risk 
& Resilience Assessment.

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District library considers putting cameras on bee hives

When the idea came up to put honey bee 
hives on the roof of the new Belleville Area 
District Library, the goal was for everyone 
to be able to watch the bees. 

But, during construction, the location of 
the bees had to be moved to a place on the 
roof where they can’t be seen by library 
patrons. 

At the April 13 meeting of the Belleville 
Area District Library Board via zoom, 
building committee chairperson Joy 
Cichewicz gave a report on the new building 
and noted the bees are ready to be put in. 
She said board member John Juriga has 
arranged for the donation of a third hive. 

Board chairperson Sharon Peters asked if 
they couldn’t put a camera on the bees so 
people can still see them. 

“Put a monitor in the kids’ area,” suggested 
board member Linda Priest. “It can’t be too 
complicated to have a camera and monitor.” 

Chairperson Peters said she remembered 
when Juriga brought up the idea of the 
bees that he wanted them by a window so

everyone could watch them from inside. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said she 
would look into putting in a camera. 

In other business at the 47-minute, April 
13 meeting, the board: 

e Heard Cichewicz announce that a lot 
of little things are being done to finish 
off the library construction, including the 
installation of the bench at the Sumpter 
branch, moving some of the stuff out of 
the fire hall/museum construction office, 
working on nameplates for the rooms, 
investigating when the irrigation should be 
turned on, dealing with the $100,000 more 
in HVAC changes to make the building 
less virus-friendly, and to investigate the 
sewer smell in the mechanical room. She 
said getting the humidity level up is the big 
thing. She advised that metal prices have 
doubled; 

e Heard Director Suchy announce that 
the city of Belleville’s DPS Director 
Rick Rutherford presented the library’s 
permanent certificate of occupancy that day; 

e Heard chairperson Peters report the 
marketing committee doesn’t want to have 
the grand opening of the new library until 
COVID precautions are no longer necessary, 
such as masking or social distancing. The 
committee set a meeting for 11 a.m., April 
22; 

e Heard Suchy report that at the last art 
committee meeting they introduced new 
member Noelle Douglas, took donations 
of the offered sculptures, and worked with 
Doug Peters to accept the artwork to be on 
loan from Sheena Barnes; 

e Heard Suchy give her monthly report. 
She said COVID numbers now are not very

good and some libraries have gone back 
to curbside only, but the Belleville library 
continues to have limited inside services. 
She said she has encouraged everyone on 
the staff to be vaccinated and 70% have 
had at least one shot. She said the library 
did not win the digital contest to put the 
Independent online from its beginning. She 
said Monroe County and Beaver Island won 
the contest. “I bet our library is prettier,” 
said vice-chairperson Mary Jane Dawson. 
Suchy said they are looking into how much 
it would cost to do it themselves; 

e Heard chairperson Peters suggest they 
use the now-opened Fourth Street in front 
of the library for some proposed outside 
events this summer. “That’s the reason 
it was done,” Peters said of the upgrades 
to Fourth Street done by the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority; 

e Heard Juriga announce that the yearly 
perennial plant swap will be held from noon 
to 1 p.m. on Saturday, May 1, in the library 
parking lot. The event is coordinated by the 
Belleville Area Garden Club. Suchy said 
the Friends of the Library will not have a 
used book sale this year. There presently are 
used books on sale inside the library; 

e Heard Priest thank the Independent 
and its editor for keeping the community 
informed during this pandemic when 
everyone was locked down. Juriga agreed 
that it kept the community together. Peters 
said it seems the editor is able to cover even 
more now with the zoom meetings. Dawson 
also thanked the Independent for keeping 
the community up to date; 

e Heard Cichewicz thank Juriga for his 
persistence in “getting bees in our building”; 
and 

e Heard Peters say she is happy that it 
is spring and she regularly goes inside and 
outside of the new library. “I’m so thrilled,” 
she said of the building and its services. She 
said there are some downsides now. Dawson 
brought forward a patron who needed study 
space, but, “We don’t have the safety to 
have patrons to come into the study room.” 
She said she and Dawson found another 
option for the patron. “It’s a scary time for 
Michigan to be in the condition it’s in, after 
all it’s been through,” Peters said.

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Sumpter Twp. board 
promotes two cops, 


fires one fire fighter

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
promoted two police officers and fired one 
fire fighter at its regular meeting April 13 
held via zoom. 

Police Lt. Patrick Gannon was promoted 
to captain and Police Sergeant John Toth 
was promoted to lieutenant. These were the 
only two business items on that evening’s 
agenda. 

But there was a lengthy public hearing 
at the end of the meeting and the board 
voted 5-2 to fire Colleen Armatis from her 
position as fire fighter. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan voted “Hell, no” 
and Treasurer Jim Clark voted no. 

The consideration of Armatis’ 
employment was originally put on the 
agenda as a closed-door session for the 
board, but Armatis asked that it be open to 
the public at the zoom meeting. 

[Three days after the meeting, the 
township board members were advised 
that Fire Chief Joe Januszyk was put on 
administrative by Director of Public Safety/ 
Police Chief Eric Luke, who then left on 
vacation. Rick Brown is acting chief.] 

During the board meeting, Director / 
Chief Luke said he got a phone call that 
alerted him to a situation and he had 
conducted a lengthy investigation. He had 
put papers out across an 18’ table to reach 
the conclusion that Armatis should be fired 
for paying herself twice for the same hours 
spent at work at the fire department. 

Throughout the meeting, totals of $1,100 
or $1,400 were mentioned in passing. 

Armatis had been assigned a work detail 
to do part of the payroll and if there was 
a fire run while she was working on the 
payroll she responded. She paid herself for 
the work detail and the run, Luke said. This 
had been allowed in the past and changed 
with the approval of a new contract in 
January 2020. Fire training on computer on 
the clock also had been allowed in the past. 

Fire Chief Januszyk said he told Armatis 
they had to be careful of the new union 
contract that no longer allowed the “double 
tap” and spoke with her about it three 
times. At the end of the meeting, when 
Trustee Morgan pressed him to say what 
discipline he would suggest for Armatis, he 
was against termination. 

Jim Steffes of the Michigan Association 
of Fire Fighters spoke on behalf of Armatis. 
He said the new contract took effect in 
January 2020. He said Armatis would like 
to make a statement, but the union attorney 
recommended against it. Steffes said he 
would speak for Armatis. 

Steffes said there was a system of double 
taps before this contract and fire fighters 
were getting paid for runs or credit for 
other runs for a bonus at the end of the year. 
Armatis was doing payroll before January 
2020. She was not given any training to

understand the proper way to do it, he said. 
“In fact, from January 2020 to August 
2020, the chief signed and approved all of 
the work,” Steffes said. “He is the ultimate 
authority ... He is the one responsible...” 

Steffe said the first time Chief Januszyk 
sat down with her to explain it was in late 
August and that’s how it got corrected. He 
said she is a fire fighter, not a CPA or a 
bookkeeping expert, and she forgot to pull 
out the overlapping calls in October and 
November. 

He said in December he caught her again 
and said you have to do this right and she 
went back and did it right. In January she 
did it right. In February, Armatis went out 
on medical leave and Chief Luke did it and 
16 fire fighters were incorrectly paid and it 
had to be redone the following month. 

“Colleen is a fire fighter/EMT,” Steffe 
continued. “She turned in all of her 
information to the chief and Human 
Resources. Are you telling me over all
